Uich prairies might produco abundant 
crop.s. but tho faviner roust have lumber 
for his Í10U50 and barns and fences, and 
fiK'l for his stores. 
Tho streams of the 
country wen; bordered with belts of 
limber, pcrliiins liufficicnt for present 
emergencies, and experiment had proven 
I'rot tree culture, if proporly managed, 
mig’ul bo succC'fTul; but this manner 
of 
providing for so general a want 
W3S slow, and fcr all tho rarious do- 
mnnd.s of liie fanner expensive. 
The 
. inseqiicnce wa« that in spite of tho ef 
lort.s nf the friends of the country and 
I'lo great iboronghfuro 
being 
built 
aci'ChS it, settlement was not salisfac- 
li.rily rr.pid, and the material welfare 
of central and .northern Dakota not 
cn-ouraging. 
It wa.s in ihis couJition of.afTair4 that 
t’:i p.nno.lucemi'nl of the discovery of 
f -al w."r mr.dc, .and the effect, a.s W’e 
, (\c stated, became at once apparent, 
itasiiicp.s revived, and money which had 
apparently been hidden found its way 
iiii.0 circulation. 
Venturesome men or­ 
ganised exploring expeditions and fa­ 
cing ibo dungar incurred by an ad­ 
vance into a country of hostile Indians, 
went to the new Eldorado. 
They built 
re! tiuc.‘ition.s, stocked them wiih pro- 
vi.-iions .'•nd rnnnnnilion, 
and com­ 
menced oper.ations. 
A few days suf- 
lic(.-l to demonstrate beyond a pcrad- 
vcninro that the story was tio illusion. 
Coal was certair.ly there, of good qual­ 
ity an d jn great abundance. 
Tho offi 
cers of the Xortrern Pacific, acting on 
tbo tiieory that wliateycr benefits a 
commiinity through which their road 
passe.s, benefits thei^ror.d as well, at once 
made prepar.ations to assist in the en- 
lorpriso of developing tho.newly dis­ 
covered fields. 
Engineers were sent to 
survey the lino of tho road aa far as 
might bo necessary to move the coal, 
and preparations wore undo for grading 
.and l.aying tho iron. 


Just here came the financial panic 
con.sequent upon a causeless war on 
railroad securities. 
The whole country 
was convul.sed. 
Business men went 
road, and depositors everywhere made a 
grand rush upon bardes. 
Tho banks— 
ihose, at least, doing a legitiraafo coin- 
inercia’ 
business-—met '.he onslaught 
'braveiy, paid ihoir patrons promptly, 
and tha fiurry soon ended. 
W ith bank­ 
ers dcftli.ng exclusively or heavily in 
railroad slocks tho rusult was moredis- 
.sstrous. 
Currency was short, their so 
,curiiie.s were dcproclatcd and worthless 
us a ineai.s of relief, and many of them 
vrciit by the board. 
First among these 
was the house of Jay Cooke So Co. 
As 
ngents and the moneyed men of lh«t 
Xortli Pacilic, thfdr downfall of course 
turn por,irily put « stop to the progre.s.s 
• m’ ilii; roarl. 
Some little time would 
!■« 
required to rearr-ange the afiains 
of the company, it wms getting Ute in 
tiic >eason, and so the project of grading 
to the n.Nal mino.s this fall w.as given 
•■«ver. 
This decision proved quite a shock to 
llie sensitive bii.-;ines# nerve of the city. 
More hsd buen aaticapated from the 
pr<-?[)?;• live co.iI operations than any 
would hftvc perhaps been ready to ad­ 
mit. 
It had been the principal tharae 
ofconvcr.sation among all clasxes for 
week®. 
Nearly every business calcula- 
tion for tho winter had been based upon 
the supposition that not only would a 
rheap fuel 1.o furnished our own citizens, 
bnt with it the rrhole line of tho road, 
togetiier with Minneapolis and St. Paul. 
Thi* condition of partial diacourage- 
'inent w.ns .^atcd to be of short duration. 
The .same adventurous spirit who had 
opened the minci first discorerod, find­ 
ing nothing could be done there at pres­ 
ent, commenced prospecting for new 
fields nearer the prosent tenninu.s of the 
road—-and they met with succes.s even 
beyond their own hopes. 
Four miles 
due soiUh'of Fort A. Lincoln, on one of 
tho abrupt liluils. bordering the Little 
Hart river, a cropping was discovsred 
which, upon uncovering, proved to b« 
vein of solid coal four feet in (hicknoss. 
The coal was of good weight, and upon 
te.sting proved to burn froelr, making a 
hot lire and leaving only whito ashes. 
A shaft was sunk twelve feet, at which 
'Jcpth the coal proved of a far better 
qn.ality than anything-before exposed, 
and the v«in was tjon.slanllr increasing 
in thickne.s.-:. 
.Samples were brought 
into town, «Tsrj t«»st was applied, and 
Iho Iir,»l verdict was that at last a qual­ 
ity of fuel had been reached that would 
siaud the closest scrutiny. _ 
On tho trip liero of Gene. Cass and 
Mead last Friday, they viailed the new 


mino for the purpose of satiifying theot 
stives by actual obaerration of the ex­ 
tent and ^ a l i t y of the coal. 
Gen. Cass, 
raised in the heart of tho coal fields of 
Penoyslvania, expressed himself as sur­ 
prised. 
He had not anticipated any- 
thing*either so extensive or good. 
The 
cOal he declares to be what is known at 
“cannel,” and of fine quality, and be­ 
lieves that at 75 feet it will prove block 
coal. 
Gen. Mead also declared that in 
his belief nothing more could be asked, 
and that the que.^tion of fuel for Dakota 
was forever aettlcd. 
On Saturday last, in accordance with 
a previou.s arrangement, several money­ 
ed men of Bismarck and «laawhere, who 
had been nursing tho enterprise along, 
met for the purpose of organizing a coal 
company,

Mssirnu, Oct. 4.—It is beyond the 
power of the pen to describe tho terrible 
suffering and the fearful ravages of the 
scourge since my last report. Instead ol 
improving, as we thought they woulddo 
while the weather remained warm, thoso 
who have been attacked with the scourge 
during the last four or five d8y.<i, and 
termed new liases, are sinking rap’dly, 
and instances are not unfrequent where 
th-iy have died within twenty-four hours 
after the fever symptoms, in many case.s 
death being hastened, of couae, by 
fright. 
Cases have oclílirred, too, where 
death has ensued in cightcon hours, 
and it can now saftly bo .said that the 
scourge is an opulcmic and of the most 
fearful character. 
In Kencb, this morn­ 
ing, the situation is heart-rending. Hun­ 
dreds of tho poorer classes aro lying un­ 
cared for and dying for wantof attention 
In many houses there and on Freni 
street, down as far as the city building, 
your correspondont has seen from one to 
iffiur dead bodies awaiting interment in 
the potter’s field by the county under­ 
taker, who, alone to day reports 80 inter­ 
ments. 
The irme may be said of Happy 
Hollow; and for tho first time the deaths 
in the southern part of tho city to-day 
hava 
exceeded 
five, 
showing 
that 
the fever has also planted itself in 
that locality, the majority of clcath.s 
being reported 
along 
or 
in 
close 
proximity to the tho bayou that extends 
through that part of town, in tho alleys 
in North Memphis, and in the shanties 
along the river bank, just abovo JefTerson 
street. 
A number of deaths havo been 
reported since the mortality report which 
follows this was mudo out, and the least 
estimate that can bo made of the deaths 
from the fever to-day, based upon por 
sonnl observation, and information from 
•very point of the city, is forty. 
That, 
too, only includes paupers and those to 
whom coffins have been applied for at the 
undertakers. 
God only knows how 
many there are at this moment lying 
dead in abandoned houses and shanties 
in the infected localities, and owing to 
the inability of the Howards to keep up 
their force of visiting members, the 
story will not be told until the bodies 
become so decomposed that tho stehi-h 
from them will attract attention to the 
buildings in which they are lying. 
In Chelsea, to-night, there are over 80 
new cases. 
In one or two instancesfnni 
ilies are down with it there, and neither 
love nor money will obtain the slightest 
attention^except from our noble physi­ 
cians, who are working night and day, 
and in 09 cases out of 100 without the 
sliehlest prospect of remuneration.
